The Works Program 


Employment conditions in the West should 
be greatly improved, a few months hence, 
by the Dominion works program and_ the 
normal western crop—if present hopes are ful- 
filled. A large number of men should be able 
to get work and wages. The prospect in regard 
to employment in the West is brighter than it 
has been for many years. 

Even without the above hopeful factors, the 
number of families on relief in Winnipeg has 
been steadily declining. The week of May 14 
saw 182 fewer families on relief than the week 
before, with the likelihood of the number at 
midsummer going considerably lower than last 
year. 

The Government is now providing $40,000,- 
000 for a special works program to create em- 
ployment. There will be $3,000,000 spent by 
the Dominion on highways leading to the 
National Parks and in the parks; $1,300,000 for 
roads into the mining districts; an additional 
$1,000,000 for subways; $3,500,000 for rehab- 
ilitation works in Saskatchewan and Alberta: 
and public works of various kinds in other 


parts of the country. 

The youth training and employment pro- 
gram, which has been so successful, is to be 
enlarged, the appropriation being increased 
from $1,000,000 last year to $2,250,000, 

The Government wisely recognizes that 


most of the above works will be away from 
the centres of population and not available to 
the married men on relief in the cities. To help 
in providing work in the cities, the Govern- 
ment is securing power from Parliament to 
lend money to the municipalities for self- 
liquidating works. These loans at a low rate 
should encourage the undertaking of necessary 
projects. Housing schemes would be included.

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Hay fever is sometimes referred to as hay 
asthma, or summer catarrh, and is marked by 
its characteristic symptoms of sneezing, the dis- 
charge of a watery mucus from the nose, and a 
feeling of fulness 
The symptoms include watering and itching of 
the eyes and closely resemble in many ways 
those of a severe cold. 

The attacks of hay fever may return at the 
same time each year, and the patient may thus 
be able to predict in advance, the date upon 
which the attack will start. For a long time, the 
regular return of the attacks remained a com- 
plete mystery, but the work of Bostock and 
others, established the fact that the attacks ac- 
companied by presence of pollen from plants, 
which pollen was in the air. Hay fever was thus 
found related to the appearance of the pollen 
season, Although many hay fever victims are 
sensitive to pollens, there are other substances 
capable of acting as exciting causes of hay fever 
in those who are susceptible, For example, face 
powder, certain kinds of ink, feathers and furs 
and certain kinds of food seem to act as excit- 
ing causes in bringing on the attack in some 
people. 

The first treatment advised consisted of tell- 
ing the patient to remove himself from the sub- 
stance to which he was sensitive. Thus, those 
sensitive to the pollens found in certain regions 
were sent on journeys to other parts of the 
country. The patients having the means to 
avoid pollens by traveling sometimes received 
good results—sometimes they succeeded only in 
finding a different irritant in the new neighbor- 
hood. 

Sometimes the patients were sensitive to 
substances which could not readily be avoided 
and which would affect them the entire year. 

In securing relief from hay fever, I find that 
the most important point to keep in mind is not 
to try to take the patient away from the irritant, 
but to try to restore to him the state of being 
immune which is enjoyed by the individual who 
never has hay fever. Certainly, there is some 
systemic cause present in his case which gives 
the pollen or other substance the power to bring 
on the abnormal reaction. 

Working with a treatment based on remov- 
ing the systemic causes, I have been able to help 
m&ny patients to overcome hay fever to such an 
extent that they are completely free from it, 
regardless of how often they come in contact 
with the same pollens which previously induced 
the attacks. 

Although the attack may be brought about 
by exposure to the pollen of various plants, and 
exposure to many other substances, such ex- 
posure is not the main cause. The fundamental 
cause is really of constitutional origin and the 
attack is due to the discharge of irritating toxins 
through the mucous membrane of the nose. 

These toxins are found in a blood stream sur- 
charged with the end-products of carbohydrate 
and fatty foods. Because of the inability of the 
eliminative organs to throw off these waste 
materials, they begin to accumulate, and a por- 
tion is di ‘ged through the mucous mem- 
brane. The membrane becomes congested and 
thus prepared, will be irritated sufficiently by 
the breathing in of pollen to produce the ch 
acteristic symptoms of an attack of hay fever.

On This Date 
A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

Sixty years ago today (June 7, 
1878) the city council of Ottawa 
presented a farewell address to th« 
Earl of Dufferin, whose term was 
near expiration. It was more of a 
family affair than a mere farewell 
from’a civic corporation to a tem- 
porary citizen. The Dufferins had 
made themselves very popular in 
the capital—they mixed freely and 
put on little “side,” yet on state or 
other formal occasions could be 
as rigid in etiquette as the greatest 
stickler could desire. 

The civic address was itself a 
work of art, illuminated, I think, 


| by W. P. Lett, who was afterwards

| originated in England. I venture to 
'say that if my friend will go to 
some parts of England today he 
will not understand the language 
spoken, yet they claim to be speak- 
ing English. Can my friend say 
that about North America? There is 
more pure English spoken in North 
America today than in England. 

Mr. Surry also says that the early 
immigrants were discontents, and 
infers that they were the ignorant 
class, and that the cultured were 
left behind.

Appointment of Col. P. New- 
comen, civil engineer, department 
of public works, Ottawa, as sup- 
ervisor of projects in Alberta for 
Ducks Unlimited, Canada, was 
announced Tuesday morning by 
T. C. Main, general manager of 
the international conservatior or- 
ganization. Mr. Main is in Ed- 
monton on a survey of Northern 
Alberta to locate the position of 
the 1938 major project in the five- 
year conservation plan proposed 
by Ducks Unlimited. 


Col. Newcomen, a former resi- 
dent of Fort Saskatchewan, will 
take up his new duties immediate- 
ly, and will join Mr. Main and 
Game Warden Williams in the sur- 
vey work now being undertaken

OTTAWA, Sune 7—In the six 
Years following return of natural 
resources to the province of Al- 
berta in 1931 a total of 235,000 
acres of forest land on the east- 
ern slope of the Rocky Mountains 
have been destroyed by fire, Sen- 
ator W. A. Buchanan (Lib., Leth- 
bridge) told the senate last night. 
The value of the timber thus de- 
atroyed was in the neighborhood 
of $1,600,000. 

For the six years prior to 1931, 
total destruction of the forest areas 
indicated amounted to 58,530 acres, 
with a value of $20,000, he said. 
Difference in the quality of timber 


destroyed accounts for a loss per 
acre burned of &lmost $7 in one 
case and almost 35 cents in the 
other 


Buchanan directed atten- 
tion of the senate to the effect of 
this situation on the water supply 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan. The 
forests were not being properly 
protected, he declared. Continued 
neglect in patrolling those areas

He understood Alberta was ask- 
ing the Dominion to take back 
administration of the forest areas, 
due to inability of the province 
to protect them adequately. 

The senator's warning was voiced 
during a brief discussion of the bill 
which amends the various natural 
resources acts of the prairie prov- 
inces.
